Perhaps the outstanding thing in connection with the work 
of the daughters of King Segis Pontiac Count is the fact 
that they seem to shine with equal brilliancy whether you 
consider milk records or butter records, or whether you 
consider the short time period or the long time division.

Jewel Pontiac Segis broke the world’s record, as a 2- 
year-old for 60 and 90-day test, for both milk and butter 
and now holds the world’s record average for 7 and 30-day 
milk production for heifers with first and second calf. 

Long Time Work 

Passing on from this sensational report of achievement 
in the short time work, we find that the record of King 
Segis Pontiac Count as sire of long time producers is even 
more remarkable. The first dozen of his daughters have 
completed semi-official yearly records with eight more now 
on test and running through the year. These eight however, 
are not figured in any of the computations following. The 
twelve that have freshened show an average of 963.66 Ibs. 
butter, 22,583.88 lbs. milk in a year, at an average‘age of 
3 years 5 months. Every one of the twelve produced to 
exceed 800 lb. butter and ten of the twelve crossed the 
20,000 lb. mark, the two 3-year-olds that failed to reach 
this mark being well above the 19,000 lb. mark. Perhaps 
the most sensational feature of the work of King Segis 
Pontiac Count is, that with only twelve daughters tested, 
the average age being less than 3% years with only one 
mature cow in the lot and two 4-year-olds,: the rest being 
2 and 3-year-old heifers, he can claim to his credit ten 
daughters with records of above 20,000 lbs. milk in a year.

Champion senior 2-year-old for milk, the same heifer 
standing in second place for butter, being until recently 
the Champion in her class; also the World’s Champion 
senior 3-year-old for butter production, the same heifer until 
recently being World’s Champion milk producer in this 
division. These records of course refer to long time work. 
King Segis Pontiac Count has three 2-year-old daughters 
with records above 21,800 lb. which is 25% of the entire 
list of 2-year-olds that have produced above this figure. 
No other sire has more than two 2-year-old daughters above 
20,000 lbs. milk, and no other sire of the breed has more 
than one daughter above 21,000 lbs. milk.

Hamm has a dairy farm near Humboldt, one of the 
biggest and best paying in Kansas; not a breeding farm, 
but a real sell-the-milk dairy farm. Laude and Hamm mo- 
tored to the farm. 

Laude looked ’em over. 

“Here was the situation,’ he says. ‘Hamm had pur- 
chased a Holstein heifer at $500 that produces 13 pounds 
of butter fat per week at two years old. He could have 
bought for $100 an extra good grade cow that would re- 
quire less feed and care and make possibly six pounds of 
butter a week. The Holstein heifer, at maturity, will 
make at least 20 pounds of butter, but to be absolutely safe, 
we will say that this little $500 heifer will make 18 pounds 
of butter a week, as against 6 pounds per week for the 
$100 cow. It was on this basis that I began my figures. The 
cost of feeding and care. is furnished by a very successful 
sattle feeder and dairy man, who lives under conditions very 
similar to those prevailing here. Silage is valued at $6 
per ton, alfalfa hay at $20, concentrates at $60 and five 
months pasture at $3 a month.

dairyman who selected four sound, healthy 3-yearol@ 
Holstein heifers of desirable type, by keeping them and 
their offspring for seven years, would have a property as 
valuable as an 80-acre farm. Another forceful argument 
was presented at this same meeting, when a certain Ken- 
tucky breeder related his experiences with Holsteins during 
the past 9 years during which period, with an original ‘ip. 
vestment of $1500 which he borrowed, he had built up a 
herd of fifty head and paid for his farm, at the same 
time providing himself with the comforts of life. Everyone 
of the six original cows, purchased with the $1500 loan 
had paid for the whole number, the best one in the lot 
paying for it’ nearly twice over. Instances of this sort 
could be multiplied, where a small initial investment 
carefully and intelligently attended to, has brought re. 
turns seldom attained by even the most sensational war 
brides on Wall Street. 

What we are trying to emphasize here is that the Hol- 
stein breed has a sound and permanent foundation, by 
reason of the fact thatthe Holstein cow, both purebred 
and grade, regularly proves her everyday worth. For the 
everyday dairyman the black and white cow is the most 
efficient and profitable dairy machine ever developed. 
Upon such a foundation, firmly implanted on the bedrock 
of proven ability as a profit producer, the adherents’ of 
the Holstein breed may have no fear that any single inci- 
dent can retard the Holstein chariot. With unfair com- 
petition removed from Holstein record making, it is our 
belief that the breed will go on to even bigger things than 
appeared to be in prospect under former conditions.

Prepotency the Important Characteristic 


HE story of the achievements of the daughters of 

King Segis Pontiac Count in this issue, suggests the 

importance in a successful sire of that illusive quality 
known as prepotency. King Segis Pontiac Count from 
his record evidently has the ability to impress upon a 
large proportion of his offspring the good and greatly to 
be desired characteristic of extraordinary production in 
connection with uniform type. As we look back over the ear- 
lier sires whose names are living down through the years we 
discover that this single characteristic of prepotency was 
one of the outstanding facts in relation to each of them. 
Hengerveld De Kol, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and 
Colantha Johanna Lad were able to get their heavy pro- 
ducing daughters, individually right, almost regardless of 
the type or quality of the dams with which they were 
mated. A study of the Blue Book reveals the interesting 
fact that sires of equally good breeding apparently are el 
dowed with this quality of prepotency in very different 
degrees, the difference spelling success in one instance 
and mediocrity in the next. As this fact becomes more 
generally recognized, we look for a greater appreciation 
on the part of our breeders, of proven sires, it being one 
of the unexplainable things of the cattle’ industry that 
bulls of any age always, or nearly always, sell at a marked 
discount regardless of the ability that they have shown 
in siring desirable offspring. We have been rather of the 
opinion that in future the top prices for the breed would 
go, not to the young unproven bulls with their reputations 
still to make and their ability as sires still to demonstrate, 
but rather to some older bull of outstanding and proven 
merit and popularity. The difficulty in this case however 
usually would be that before a sire had proven himself 
sufficiently to warrant a price cf the-e fizuves, he would 
be too nearly to the end of his rope to justify the price. 
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Have You Filled Out Your Questionnaire ? 
HE Secretary’s office reports that questionnaires ‘in 
relation to the Holstein census are coming in rapidly. 
Have you attended to your own personal part in this 
ct which means so much to the breed and thus to

A Plea for Normal Holstein Records 


Editor World: 

OR a number of years there has been a whole lot that 
F: have wanted to say relative to the short time test of 

the Holstein-Friesian Association, but have refrained 
from doing so because of the interest of so many of the 
prominent breeders in such tests,—men who have had far 
greater experience in breeding than I have had. Then, 
too, I have felt that my views if taken at all seriously 
would arouse criticism. Not that I object to criticism, for I 
do not, but I feared that perhaps some people would asso- 
ciate my own views as expressing those of the institution 
with which I am connected. What I have to say in this 
article reflects only my own views as a member of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association. 

It seems to me that for a number of years Holstein 
breeders have gone wild over the seven-day test. I am 
not saying for a moment that the seven-day test has not 
been of value to the Holstein breed, but when it has become 
almost a mania to make these large seven-day records by 
obtaining honestly or dishonestly large per cents of butter 
fat from Holstein cows, I believe such tests have been 
absolutely a detriment to the Holstein breed. I for one 
maintain that the great function of the Holstein cow is to 
produce milk, and if it is normal for the breed to produce 
a milk containing about 344% butter fat, then I believe it 
is to the interest of the breeders to breed along that line. 

Mr. Gardner’s long-time records show almost invariably 
that the Holstein cow in yearly production normally tests 
under 4%. I have watched these enormous records with 
a great deal of misgiving. I am not for one-moment sug- 
gesting that some of these records have not been made 
honestly, but when Holstein breeders go wild over. the 
enormous records made by one man, when cattle closely 
related to those bearing such records sell, for fabulous 
prices and when later it becomes definitely and clearly 
proven that many of such records have been made absolute- 
ly dishonestly and that one man could get away with that 
for several years even under the eyes of experts, it causes 
one to feel that there should be radical changes made in 
the laws of the Holstein-Friesian Association regarding the 
short-time test.. I, personally, am absolutely opposed to 
the acceptance of the seven-day record where record is 
based on higher than 4% butter fat, unless such is accom- 
panied by a large quantity of milk. 

Do not misunderstand me. I am not saying or even sug- 
gesting that some Holstein cows do not normally test 4% 
— over, but I am saying that it is not a breed character- 
stic. 

It seems to me that the Holstein cow has sufficient 
normal merit to make her supreme in the dairy world with- 
out trying to induce abnormal per cents of butter fat. 
What must be the feeling of a number of our. prominent 
breeders who have paid enormous prices for individuals 
when such prices were based on abnormal seven-day but- 
ter fat test and when it is later discovered that such rec- 
ords were made dishonestly? These buyers unquestionably 
bought honestly and sincerely, but when it is later proved 
that the system under which those tests have been made 
has been so faulty that it enables one to place dishonesty 
upon the market, and get away with that for several years, 
it is, I believe, a réflection and a deep reflection upon the 
entire system of the short-time test. 

One thing that has been of interest to many breeders 
is that Holstein cattle making very large seven-day butter 
records have seldom been carried on test for the entire 
year, and, if so, they have failed to maintain that high 
test. This, it seems, is proof in itself that there is some- 
thing radically wrong. 

Another thing which is perhaps more serious is that 
farmers, some of them young men just beginning to breed 
Holstein cattle, pay large prices for young animals because 
they are direct descendants of those large record, short-test 


cows. Naturally, the animals which they purchase fail to 
transmit, in many cases, the qualities which they desire, 
and, as a result, it brings discouragement. 

Several years ago I happened to be present at a great 
sale of Holstein cattle where numerous animals were sold 
quite largely upon the high per cent of butter fat which 
they had produced. Many of these animals were decidedly 
inferior as individuals, and yet they sold for very, very 
high prices. to. young breeders who unfortunately seemed 
to feel that there was no question but that they were 
buying Holstein cattle which were able to produce milk 
containing an abnormally high per cent of butter fat. 

Only last winter I was at a public sale of Holstein 
cattle where a great deal of time was taken in introducing 
to. the people at the sale a young man who was character- 
ized as one of the greatest geniuses of his time, a man who 
had made more large records than any other man. That 
man stood up so that all breeders might see the wizard of 
the trade. I am only frank when I say that I was disgusted. 
I went to the sale to see cattle exhibited and not men. I 
understand that only recently in that same pavilion that 
man’s shame was publicly announced. I do not mean to 
cast any more reflection upon the particular man in ques- 
tion. I merely cite the above to prove that we are wrong 
in our methods. 

The. Holstein cow is a great milking machine. She has 
for centuries been bred and developed in her native coun- 
try for milk production. No cow can give a large quantity 
of. milk without capacity, and since first of all we desire 
capacity in the Holstein cow, why should we not devote our 
attention and PAY OUR PRIZES MORE LARGELY FOR 
MILK PRODUCTION than for butter production. 

Of course, this suggestion is open to criticism, and 
many breeders will say that it is advocating the develop- 
ment of Holstein cattle for the production of a very large 
flow of milk with a very low per cent of butter fat. That 
may or may not be true. If a Holstein cow gives a large 
quantity of milk and that happens to test 4 per cent, then 
the cow is probably an unusual individual and may have 
superior merit. Personally, however, I should base my 
estimate of her value more largely upon her milk pro- 
duction than upon her butter fat production. I for one am 
absolutely opposed to breeding Holstein cattle for Guernsey 
butter fat production. It is normal for Channel Island 
breeds to give a milk containing a large per cent of butter 
fat just as it is perfectly normal for the Holstein cow to 
give a large quantity of milk containing a comparatively 
small per cent of butter fat. 

I believe that there is no breeders’ association in the 
country that has for its officers men of higher type than 
the. Holstein-Friesian Association. We all believe in them, 
but when it is possible for one man of no superior ability, to 
dishonestly cause inflations in prices running perhaps into 
millions .of, dollars, there is something wrong, and; I. for 
one: believe that it is up to the officials of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association to make certain regulations that will 
render such conditions impossible in the future. Expo- 
sures which have recently occurred cast a reflection 
upon the Holstein breed that is most unfortunate. I trust 
that at a very early date it may be rendered absolutely im- 
possible for such a situation to ever occur again.

Editor’s Note—Professor Elder’s plea for normal Hol- 
stein records is we believe timely and pertinent. We dis- 
agree emphatically, however, with any statement which 
attempts to lay the entire blame for the Cole matter to 
the short-time system. We can see no fundamental differ- 
ence in the long-time and short-time systems so that one 
should be discredited and reflected against and not so with 
the other. The results of the present case should be of 
such a nature that there will be no inducement for any 
other bright boy to attempt to beat the game.

BIG HOLSTEIN DAY IN WASHINGTON COUNTY, PA. 


Holstein history was in the making in Washington 
County on Tuesday, August 12th, when Hon. D. D. Aitken, 
President of the Holstein-Friesian Association of. America 
and John A. Bell, Jr., proprietor of Bell Farm, Coraopolis, 
Pa., spent the day among the breeders of the county, 
followed in the evening by an enthusiastic meeting cul- 
minating in a Holstein-Friesian Club with 25 signed up 
members. 

This was one of the first counties to start. in the 
breeding of Holstein cattle starting with a few owned by 
Jas.

From that time on the Black and Whites have made 
steady progress, paying their way from the utility stand- 
point as milk producers, having an excellent wholesale 
market in the Pittsburgh district and in addition return- 
ing a nice profit from the breeding side. At presert there 
are around 75 breeders with a total of about 1,000 pure- 
breds. 

The breeders have not been as forward in the official 
testing work as many sections, only a few tests have been 
run thus far, but they have been participants in the show 
ring with the result that many of their females are of 
excellent individual merit. Pres. Aitken and. Mr. Bell con- 
ducted by County Agent J. M. McKee, and accompanied 
by a number of the breeders visited the herds of J. T.

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LIBERAL PRIZE AWARDS FOR HOLSTEIN WINNERS 
AT CATTLE CONGRESS 


The 1919 Dairy Cattle Congress which takes place this 
year from September 22-28, promises a wealth of educa- 
tion to those who attend. Moreover, the breeder who 
brings his herd of dairy cattle to this show to compete 
with the many which will be present, gains publicity which 
he can get in no other way. Show the public what you 
preduce in the way of purebred stock and if they are the 
right kind, your market is wherever your establishment is 
located. 

The need for more and better dairy cattle is apparent 
The producer knows this of a certainty, especially the pro- 
ducer who is also a retail distributor of dairy products. Even 
though the consumer must abide by the prevailing high 
prices for milk, butter and cheese, he feels the necessity 
for these products. Therefore, the consumption of dairy 
products is ever increasing and this assures the breeder of 
good dairy cattle of a stable and growing market for what 
he has to sell. 

With each year since its inception 10 years ‘ago, the 
Dairy Cattle Congress has awakened a keener interest 
on the part of those interested in dairy progress. Although 
the unfavorable conditions of the past two or three years 
have seriously hindered many events of this nature, the 
Dairy Cattle Congress has been bigger and better during 
these years than ever before. Extensive improvements in 
the way of buildings and accommodations have been made 
during the past year to adequately care for the increased 
number of exhibitors of dairy cattle and manufacturers 
whose products are incident to the Congress. 

The new enlarged judging arena has dimensions of 100 
by 200 feet clear of supports and seats for 6500 spectators 
surround this large arena. This will be appreciated by 
the many who take pleasure in observing the elegantly 
groomed and fine specimens of dairy cattle as they are 
brought into the ring to be judged. 

Holstein exhibitors and breeders will be particularly in- 
terested in the liberal cash prizes which will he awarded. 
The total cash prizes for Holsteins amount to approxi- 
mately $2300 which is considerable in excess to what 
will be distributed to any other single breed. The Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America has set aside large 
amounts of money to be given as cash prizes at fairs and 
the Cattle Congress comes in for a fair proportion of this 
money. Five moneys are given in each class and the 
largest increase has been made in fourth and fifth pre- 
miums. This policy has been followed in an effort to 
encourage small breeders to show. “Get of Sire,” “Produce 
of Cow,” “Breeders Young Herd” and “Calf Herd” have 
also been increased more in proportion than the other 
group classes. 

The International Belgian Horse Show will be held at 
Waterloo this year in connection with the Dairy Cattle 
Congress and this will prove of interest to all who at- 
tend. This will be the largest single breed show that 
ever will have been held and it is of extreme importance 
this year when it is known that Belgium has become an 
importer of these famous horses rather than an exporter. 
It is announced that a special commission from Belgium 
will attend the show to purchase foundation stock with 
whit to rebuild that breed along the most important lines 
in it’ native land. Cash awards to the amount of $5500 
will be distributed to exhibitors. Three large new barns 
of 36x300 feet each have been erected to adequately house 


the large number of fine horses that will be brought to the 
event.

The fourth annual cow testing exhibit will be held at 
the Minnesota State Fair. The exhibit will consist of only 
grade cows. These cows will all have yearly records, 
showing the pounds of milk produced, the pounds of but- 
terfat, and the cost of feed. They will range from aged 
cows’ down to three-year-olds, and one of the rules of the 
exhibit will be that the animals have produced a living 
calf within twelve months of the exhibition. 

The animals will be judged and placed for the prizes 
on the basis of 90 per cent for production and 10 per cent 
on conformation. There will be several poor cows, or 
“cooties” on exhibition. It is a well known fact that 
there are many cows who fail to pay for their keep in every 
herd where cow testing is not done. 

Instruct your members to visit the State Fair and 
while there to be sure and see the cow testing exhibit 
near the livestock pavilion.

calf meals, and with proper wi 
many of them will give good results 
It should be clearly understood a 
the outset that calves raised on calf 
meals will not be as fat and sleek as 
those raised on milk. They will 
growthy and healthful, however, 
provided they are given proper at. 
tention. Calf meals can be bough: 
from local dealers at varying prices 
or they may be mixed at home if the 
proper ingredients can be secured. 
In many cases the home mixed calt 
meals are superior to the ones 
bought on the market, and as a rule 
they are considerably cheaper. 

According to the University o; 
Missouri College of Agriculture, a 
calf meal, in order to give success 
should be made up of ingredients 
that are easily digested and that are 
not too expensive. <A few of the 
most commonly used materials are: 
fine corn meal, flour middlings, 
wheat flour (poor grade), ground 
rice, oat flakes, barley malt, cocoa- 
nut meal, linseed meal, flaxseed 
meal, cottonseed meal, blood flour, 
blood meal and dried skimmilk or 
skimmilk powder. Skimmilk powder 
is not absolutely essential and it 1s 
rather expensive, but many of the 
calf meals that have given the best 
results have contained considerable 
amounts of it. 

The cost of calf meal is variable. 
At present it may be bought, ready 
mixed, at prices ranging from $4 w 
$10 a hundred pounds. The aver- 
age retail price is approximately $3. 
In large quantities, the meal may 
usually be bought at a considerably 
lower price. There is nothing to 
indicate that the highest priced 
meals are much superior to some of 
the more moderately priced ones.

Shilling, which occurred in Chicago, 
July 22, the dairy interests loses one 
of. its conspicuous leaders whose 
name is familiar throughout the 
country as a result of service and 
devotion to the _ industry.

Shilling was brought up in the dairy

Middle-east as a young man and was 
a pioneer buttermaker and creamery 
man in Iowa. He belonged to that 
group of sterling young men who 
gave us the great creamery industry 
as it exists to-day. In time his abili- 
ties outgrew the creamery walls and 
ke was called to more responsible 
duties. He was made president of 
the Iowa Dairy Association. In this 
position his capacity for leadership 
and fighting for the rights of the 
dairy industry became _ recognized 
outside of his state and he was called 
to Chicago to take the secretaryship 
of the National Dairy Union, which 
at that time was engaged in securing 
the enactment of the present federal 
oleomargarine law. Much of this 
campaign fell on the shoulders of 
Mr. Shilling. 

He also served several terms as 
secretary of the National Creamery 
Buttermakers’ Association. After 
moving to Chicago he acquired an 
juterest in Chicago Dairy Produce, 
through whose columns he became a 
familiar figure in the dairy affairs ot 
the country, but there never was a 
lime when Sam Shilling was not 
willing and ready to lay aside his 
private business to step into the 
ranks and work for the welfare cf 
the dairy industry as a whole. His

ONES 

How a bull association transformeg¢ 
a community with 18 nondescript 
bulls into a community with one-third 
that number of good pure bred sires 
from high producing ancestors is ex. 
plained by an extension worker of the 
Dairy Division, United States Depari- 
ment of Agriculture. 

When a bull association was start- 
ed in a community in Webster Coun- 
ty, Mo., the best bull in the communi- 
ty became a standard for the bulls 
selected by the bull association. All 
of the new bulls, then, are as good or 
better than the best bull that was in 
the community before. 

Before the bull association was or- 
ganized the 18 bulls in the community 
were valued at $1,355, an average of 
$75.28. One or two of these bulls were 
pure breds and the rest were largely 
grades and scrubs of mixed dairy and 
beef breeding. After the association 
was formed these nondescripts were 
disposed of and six pure bred dairy 
bulls were purchased at a total cost 
of $1,657, an average of $276 an ant 
mal.

By R. E. Balch.

importance of hand milking, especial 
ly in these days of large records ' 
merit and performance, cannot be 
overestimated. Not many men 
complete masters of the art but a 
good cow badly milked is like a B00d 
horse badly ridden—it will pe an 
“also ran.” Good milking js easier 
than bad, it increases the flow of mi 
both for the present and future lacts. 
tions, and the following are the most 
important things to be remembered 

Speed: The faster a cow is milked 
the more she will give and the easier 
it will come. Do not talk or dawéle, 
Strike a steady pace that you cay 
keep up and stay with it. 

Thoroughness: Do not stop until 
the last drop has been taken away, 

The richest milk comes at the end, 
and every drop left in the udder de. 
creases the cow’s present and future 
production. 

Gentleness: Treat your cows quiet- 
ly and never abuse them. If possible 
milk throughout with a full hand and 
cut down thumb and finger stripping 
to a minimum, as the friction wil! 
aggravate and perhaps cause internal 
or external soreness, of the teats. 
Keep your finger nails short and do 
not pull the teats roughly. If you 
cow kicks, find out why. She is 
either sore or has been frightened. A 
little vaseline before milking will 
help with sore teats and do not for 
get the salve after. If she is nervous, 
coax her and gain her confidence. It 
saves time, temper and milk. 

Regularity: Whenever possible 4 
cow should be milked by the same 
man, at the same time each day. Milk 
your cows in the same order. If 
there is a greater period be 
tween night and morning than be 
tween morning and night milking, 
milk the heavy cows first in the morn 
ing and last at night. Simply reverse 
the orders. As in most cows the front 
quarters are the lightest it is a good 
plan always to milk them first, then 
the hind quarters, and after that go 
back to the front and get what has 
drained into them. This tends to im- 
prove the forepart of the udder. 

Cleanliness: Clean milk will not 
promote disease, makes better butter 
and has a better market. Before put 
ting the pail under the cow, cleat the 
udder and flanks with a damp cloth. 
See that your hands, clothes and pall 
are clean. A pail of warm water al 
a cloth will serve to wash both hands 
and udder, but the latter should not 
be wetted more than necessary. A 
long hair should be clipped from the 
udder and at the first sign of sor 
teats treat with salve after each milk- 
ing until healed.—In Farmer's Advo- 
cate.

The 
following account, from Farm and 
Dairy, shows both the why and the 
how of this successful organization. 

The Fraser Valley milk producers 
organized out of necessity. Up to 
1917 practically every bit of the milk 
shipped to Vancouver was purchased 
by large retail companies and by the 
condensaries. These dictated the 
prices, which always fluctuated 
heavily in the heavy grass season, 
and in many cases there was no out- 
let for the overflow. Such a condi. 
tion made the dairy business a pre. 
carious one and left the dairyman at 
the mercy of middlemen, whose 
chief aim seemed to be to hold prices 
at a low level. The producers were 
entirely out of touch with the con- 
sumer and without any say whatever 
in a partnership which should have 
existed between consumer and pro- 
ducers. In other words, they just 
had to take what the dealer offered. 

In. 1917, at organization, there 
were just 512 shippers. By the end 
of that year it had quickly grown to 
848. Today the membership is con- 
siderably over 1,200, and includes 
over 90 per cent of the producers in 
the Fraser Valley.

VIRGINIA CLEANING UP TUBER. 
CULOSIS 


A report recently issued by the 
United States Government, states that 
Virginia has a larger percentage of 
dairy animals that have been tuber- 
culin tested and found free from 
tuberculosis than any other state in 
the Union. There are now seventy- 
nine federally accredited herds in the 
state with more coming. In the twelve 
months preceding March ist, 1919 a 
total of 22,571 cattle were tested in 
Virginia under the co-operative plan, 
of which only 772 reacted to the test, 
a percentage of only 3.4 What has 
been done in Virginia can be done in 
any state.

Cash Advantages 


The advantages to the farmers of 
cooperation is indicated in the follow. 
ing prices for butter fat: In 1916, 53 
cents a pound was paid f.0.b. Vancov. 
ver. In the spring of 1917, after or. 
ganization, they were able to pay the 
farmers 65 cents a pound. In July 
this was increased to 75 cents. From 
November till August, 1918, 85 cents 
was paid. Then the price went to 
95 cents a pound butter fat, and in 
December it advanced to $1.10 fob. 
Vancouver. In May of this year the 
price was reduced to $1. These, of 
course, are the prices for butter fat 
as delivered in whole milk. While 
these increased prices represent large 
ly general increased cost of produc- 
tion, yet it is estimated that the asso- 
ciation has obtained for the producers 
about 10 cents increase per pound but- 
ter fat over what would have been re- 
ceived under competition marketing. 

On this assumption an individual in- 
vesting $150 in the share capital will 
receive $9 in interest for one year on 
his investment. He will receive $146 
more for a can of milk testing four 
per cent than he would have receiveu 
without this market, or a total of $155 
profit from his $150 share in the asso- 
ciation. The working of the associa- 
tion has been highly satisfactory to 
the members, as the operating costs 
of $15,000 works out at only about 
four-fifths of one cent per Ib. butter 
fat. Such low operating costs show 
up cooperation at its best. They also

ints from all milk are pooled, 
oatee wth is paid for on a fat-test 
pasis, f.0.b. Vancouver. In other words 
every farmer receives the same price 
per pound butter fat for his milk a» 
delivered at Vancouver. The net price 
to the farmey this year will probably 
be about 90 cents a pound butter fat 
fo.b. Vancouver. 

It is not difficult to understand that 
with such success as has been met 
with in the three years of its working 
the association now embraces 90 per 
cent of the milk producers in the Fra- 
ser Valley, nor why they are signing 
their milk contracts on a three year 
pasis. The association dominates the 
milk market of the lower mainland, 
but there is no disposition to extort 
an undue amount from the consumer. 
They are merely insisting on a fair 
return on their investment and for 
their labor. They have learned that 
by economical and sane methods of 
distribution, this can be secured with- 
out any additional tax on the consum- 
er. It has, moreover, put dairying 
in the Fraser Valley on a safer basis, 
and supplied a steady market for over 
1,200 producers. At the same time, 
it has provided the consumer with an 
article of standard quality, both in 
food content and from a health stand- 
point. 





RELATIVE TO GRADING UP A 
HERD 


If the bull is pure bred and the cows 
with which he is mated are only grade, 
the greatest improvement in the off- 
spring will be noticed in the first gen- 
eration, as they will be half blood. If 
the bull be now mated with his half- 
blood daughters, the resulting cross 
will be three-quarter bloods the second 
generation increasing only half as 
much as the first. Each succeeding 
cross will show less and less improve- 
Ment as the difference between the 
breeding of dam and sire grows less. 
Some breeders get discouraged wher 
they cannot see a greater improvement 
in second and third crosses, and aban- 
don the attempt to breed up. This 1s 
& serious error, as when the use of 
pure bred sires is abandoned, the ten- 
dency is to reversion.

Newport, R. I. is a city where all 
milk is distributed to consumers by 
one producer-owned plant. Where % 
wagons were formerly engaged in de 
livery, 17 now do equally efficient 
work. Newport people get milk for 15 
cents a quart, 2 cents lower than the 
price in neighboring cities, yet the 
Aquidneck Dairymen’s Association, 
the distributor, pays farmers 9% 
cents a quart and still makes a profit 
of $2000 a month. This indicates that 
the “producer to consumer” idea is 
once more the right one. The Aquid- 
neck Association is incorporated with 
a capital of 600 shares at $50 each, 
bearing 6 per cent interest 
Each member was compelled to 
own one share of stock for each 2 
quarts of milk produced daily, though 
individual membership was limited to 
$1000 worth of stock. A building was 
purchased, remodeled, and an upto 
date plant installed, the total cost be 
ing $60,000. The debt of $30,000 was 
covered by notes signed by the direct 
ors. The first month of business 175 
farmers supplied milk. The quantity 
now handled is about 8,000 quarts per 
day. All milk is collected by motor 
truck. It is significant as regards the 
local attitude toward this farm-owned 
retailing plant, stock now being worth 
$75 a share instead of $50.
